TOWN COUNCIL 
DEBATE THIS 
YEAR'S ESTIMATES 


The Councillors of the town met 
in the town office and held their reg- 
ular meeting for April. All council- 
lors and Mayor Ostrander were pres- 
ent. ‘The secretary informed the 
meeting that at last nomination day 
no Nominations were received ‘The 
councillors were of the opinion that it 
was useless to hold any more nomina- 
tion meetings and that the councillors 
themselves should make an effort to 
have the vacant seats filled. 

Much discusion took place re- 
garding the water on the main street 
and the opinion was expressed that 
there was something wrong with che 
sewage system as the water was 
backing up into a couple of business 
houses. While deeply engrossed in thia 


subject L, Michael arrived on the 
scene and explained just what was 
wrong. Mr. Michael is familiar with 


the water and sewerage system oi 
the town and explained that the 
sewers were too big, this allowed the 
solids to stop and the water to pass on, 
eventually the sewer pipes yet 
plugged so that the water backs, 'inis 
had been partially remedied but noth- 
ing much could be done until che 
ground thawed out. 

Mr. Michael was present regarding 
a@ new furnace that is needed in the 
Community Hall. The old furnace was 
completly done and it had been torn 
down as it was unfit for further use. 
After due consideration the council 
instructed Mr. Michael to install an 
other furnace right away. The mem 
bers were informed the basement 
needed some fixing up. A certain a- 
mount of excavating had to be done 
and the floor raised as some 
of the props were giving away, Coun- 
eillor Thompson though it would ve 
quire about a hundred dollars to com- 
plete this work satisfactorily. It was 
decide to place Mr. Thdompson in 
charge of the work and have the base 
ment attended to immediately. 

When funds are available the cei] 
ing of the Community Hall will be at- 
tended to. For it was stated that aii 
the hot air from the furnace di:ap- 
peared in the cracks, thlis leaving the 
hall cold, besides it was a wast» 
of coal.. It was announced that it 
would cost in the neighborhod of S190 
to have the ceiling fixed, As the pict- 
ture shows were not producing much 
revenue at the present time it was 
decided to wait and see if conditions 
would not improve when the wea'her 
got better then this ceiling question 
will be attended to. 

A letter had been received from a 
Calgary hospital advising the ad- 
mittance of a Gleichen patient. The 
secretary was advised to look into the 
matter, Councillor McConnell asked 
that a by-law be brought in at the 
next meeting governing the handl- 
ing of the cemetery. As it was people 
could come and do what ever they 
wished in thiz cemetery grounds. 

Business taxes, municipal taxes and 
school taxes next came in for dis- 
eusion, Estimates for the year 1936 
was figured out to a certain extent. 
At the next meeting the mill rate will 
be struck. 

Councilors McKay and McDonald 
moved the adjournment of the meet- 
ing.

When the train finally pulled out al 
most every seat was occupied. 

Thursday and Friday the In lia 
agency officials had been busy payin 
out lease money to the tune of $25 fo 
zvery man, woman and child, while th 
chiefs reccived $50. The circulation o: 
this money helped business consider 
ably in both Cluny and Gleichen an 
all the stores and restaurants inere:s 
ad their stafs to handle the rus’: o 
jusiness, By the time the Indians se 
sut for Calgary a lot of them had re 
-urn tickets, a full stomach but nc 
noney, but t!vat did not worry ther 
Arriving in the big town some wh 
veve still affluent proceeded to cele 
orate with the white man’s firewate 
and wound up in the cooler, Saturda; 
night when the local train returne 
with five extra coaches and loaded wit! 
Indians attracted a lot of attention. 

The Calgary Herald Herald in 
forms us how the Blackfeet were of: 
ficialy welcomed and accomodated: 

Headed by Duck Chief and five 
lesser chiefs, each attired in official 
uniform, more than 260 Blackfoot 
Indians arrived in Calgary at 6 o’clock 
Friday evening by special train from 
Gleichen. They were greeted by repre- 
sentatives of the Calgary Boaard of 
Trade, the Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede Ltd., and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 

The tribesmen who. had just re- 
ceived their treaty money, filled five 
coaches, Duck Chief was accompan- 
ied by Paul Little Walker, senior 
chief, and Phijijp Back Fat, Tom Turn 
Up Nose, Pilot Fox and Lynden Many 
Bears. The head chief bore his staf! 
of office and all the chiefs were wear- 
ing their various decorations and 
medals. Ear] Calf Child and George 
Crane Bear acted as interpreters. 

The Board of Trade was repre- 
sentated by L. H. Fenerty, K. C., 
persident; John H, Hanna, secretary; 
J McDowell, Ernest Heagle and F. E, 
Osborne, EF, L, Richardson and Charles 
M Baker represented the stampede 
management, while John C, Pike, C. 
P. R. assistant district passenger a- 
gent also welcomed the visitiors. 

The visitors were not slow to a- 
vail themselves of the hotpftaNty of 
the town and soon dispersed in what- 
ever direction their fancy led, As 
there was a large number of papooses 
the problem of housing them for 
the night became important. R.C. 
M. P. officials obtained accomodation 
for many in local hotels but the ser- 
vices of the exhibition authorities had 
to be called in finally. Straw was put 
down at the pa@lion and more than 
half of the tribesmen spent the night 
there,

rapidly are new discoveries being made and converted to the use of man-! 
kind that those who predict that the present century will go down in his-| 
tory as an era of scientific achievement are speaking with undisputed | 
authority. | 


In fact, the achievements of the first third of the present century are 
sufficient in themselves to substantiate the claim for such an assertion even | 
if, for some unknown and unpredictable reason, the work in this field were | 
to be brought to an abrupt halt now. | 

One does not have to search far to find reasons for this remarkable | 
advance into the sphere of the hitherto unknown and to explain why so | 
much that has remained hidden for centuries is now being revealed in s0 | 
great abundance. 

One of the reasons is the large sums of money which have been made | 
available for the prosecution of such work by wealthy philanthropists, An- 
other is the discovery by commercial organizations that it pays them to 
devote a percentage of their earnings to the conduct of research work to 
assist them in unearthing ways and means of improving their products and | 
of reducing the costs of production to enable them to achieve a paramount | 
place in their field or to achieve it. Another is the now well known fact | 
that almost every new discovery, or the search for it, opens the door for 
another one and often enough paves the way for several more. Thus, the 
work is not only progressive but cumulative and in more than mathematical | 
ratio, something like rolling up a snowball. 

Still another reason is the fact that so frequently, a discovery in one} 
field of endeavor results in the perfection of new equipment which makes 
it possible to delve deeper into the mysteries of some other scientific realm | 
or some other school of activity. 

And these do not exhaust the reasons. There are others referred to 
recently by Mrs. O. Lazarus. Writing in a recent issue of the Christian 
Science Monitor an article dealing with developments in the arena of | 
natural science this author said: 

“Natural science arose partly out of man’s desire to conquer nature 
and partly from his insatiable curiosity. From the earliest times man had 
never been content to live by bread alone. It had that within it which im- 
pelled it to seek out the mysteries of the world around. It is this curiosity 
which has forced men to make instruments which have enabled him to} 
sweep the recesses of the starry heavens; to delve among the rocks in 
order to read from them the history of the earth and those who have lived 
on it in ages past. In his eagerness he has even penetrated into the heart 
of matter and seen it dissolve into radiation.” 

The same writer sheds an interesting sidelight on the effect such work 
has on the minds of those who make new discoveries, when she says: | 
“Every time he (the research worker) has forced open the locked doors in| 
the Palace of Knowledge, he has become humbler, less certain of his at- 
One-time unshakable faith in the ‘reality’ of those things which his hands 
could touch and his eyes see.” 

It is unfortunate that in Canada sufficient recompense is not always 
given to the men and women who are devoting a lifetime to unlocking the 
mysteries of science for the benefit of the country and her people; at least, 
that is too often the case with those who are prosecuting their work un 
der government aegis. As a result, more adequate remuneration sometimes 
proves too tempting and they are lured away south of the international 
boundary to the great loss of this country, 

When the benefits which accrue to the country as a result of the develop- 
ment of a rust resistant wheat—to quote an illustration—are weighed in 
the balance against the remuneration these trained experts receive it is not) 
surprising if better offers from elsewhere for their services are sometimes 
accepted,

Richly Clad Mummy Found 

Is Believed To Be Daughter Of Great 

Pharaoh Cheops 


The sumptuously-clad mummy of | 
a princess of the Fourth Dynasty | 
(3733-3566 B.C.), believed to be the | 
of the great Pharaoh 
Cheops, who built the second Pyra- 
mid, has been discovered by Egyp- 
tian archaeologists. 

The mummy lay in a limestone 
sarcophagus, in an undisturbed tomb 
whose location was not revealed in|

Trying Old Experiment 


New Jersey Doctor To Use Surgical 
Grafting Principle 

Sixteen - year-old John Secley's 
hope for artificial restoration of the 
arms he lost last November under 
the wheels of a train at Nutley, New 
Jersey, rested to-day on application 
of a 65-year-old surgical grafting 
principle, 

A Newark orthopedic surgeon, 
starting with an operation at Beth 
Israel Hospital, expects to apply the 
discovery of an Italian physician, 
Vanghetti, about 1870, using muscle 
grafts to connect artificial limbs. 

The surgeon, who has asked his 
name be withheld, has been engaged 
by the crippled children’s committee 
of the Nutley Elks Lodge. As he 
described the operation, a flap of the 
patient’s skin is drawn into a tube 
and inserted under the muscle. This 
operation will be performed twice on 
each of the stumps of Seeley's arms. 

When the tissues have healed, he 
said, cineplastic arms would be at- 
tached to the flaps. The artificial 
arms and fingers then would be oper- 
ated with the flexing of the muscles.

Getting Something Done 


| Manitoba’s Back-To-Land Movement 


Has Proved Success 


While in other parts of the Do- 
minion there has been a great deal 
of theorizing about placing unem- 
ployed on the land, the Manitoba 
Government has been dealing with 
the question in a practical way— 
getting something done, A_ report 
recently presented to the Western 
Province Legislature indicated that 
772 families have been placed on 
the land, and that of these only 137 
have failed to get along and aban- 
doned their holdings. Expenditure 
on this plan to date has been $481,- 
776 and of this the Dominion Gov- 
ernment contributed $123,000, or 
about 25 per cent. It is explained 
that had these people been supported 
by direct relief the cost would have 
been something like $200,000 more 
than the total amount expended in 
placing them on the land including 
cost of equipment.—Toronto Globe.
